The sum total "of the arxed forces' expenditures does not remain at a fixed 
level; it vill always change. From one year to another the expenditures 
required for the operation end the maintenance of defense installations 
scattered throughout the country will impose- additional burdens in our 
defense budget as these installations are compla-ced 2nd became operative. 

The minister said that promotion in the armed forces vill be based on 
competence, and that a new personnel bill which vill provide for such 
promotions vill. soon be submitted to the assembly. One aim of the 
government is to provide the armed forces with efficient training and 
education, end strong .too rale worthy of the nation's confidence.
